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FOREWORD 


Three  long  typed  and  bound  Swan  records  were  completed  in  June  1934 
and  six  shorter  one3  in  August  1934.  They  were  to  conclude  my  Swan 
genealogical  work.  But  Mis3  Ann  Putnam  Browne  of  Washington,  Connec¬ 
ticut,  -  niece,  by  marriage,  of  Mr.  Joseph  Rockwell  Swan  of  New  York 
City  and  Stamford,  Connecticut,  -  added  to  the  records  and  volunteered 
such  miraculously  prompt,  able,  and  kind  help  in  getting  others  that 
three  more  long  records  were  completed  June  25,  1936,

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"The  Platt  Lineage,"  1891,  by  Platt,  gives  as  the  American  lineage  of  William 
Augustus  Platt  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  William,  Benjamin,  Ebenezer,  John,  John,  Josiah, 
Deacon  Richard' of  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  1638.  It  is  clear  back  to  Ebenezer, 
but  does  not  seem  to  show  convincingly  that  Ebenezer  s  father  was  John.  V  ry  ( 
likely  it  would  not  be  difficult  to  prove  the  correct  line.  William  Augustus 
Platt  married  Fanny  Arabella  Hayes,  only  sister  of  President  Rutherford  B.  Hayes, 
and  their  son  Rutherford  Hayes  Platt  was  "a  graduate  of  Columbia  Law  School,  ^ 
New  York,  1879."  "He  is  a  lawyer  of  promise  and  good  repute  m  his  native  city. 

The  1895  Pierson  Genealogy,  by  Pierson,  claims  with  seemingly  full  authority 
of  records  that  one  line  of  descendants  of  Stephen  Pierson  of  Suffolk  County, 
England,  who  came  to  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  in  1654,  had  the  name  slipped  in 
public  records,  and  finally  adopted  privately,  through  Person  to  Persons  and 
Parsons.  "By  the  time  of  this  Timothy  the  family  name  of  his  line  seems  fully 
settled  into  Parsons."  He  was  of  Reading,  Connecticut,  where  his  son  Daniel 
was  born  in  1762  and  married  in  1783  to  Eunice  Bertram,  and  later  moved  to 
Tioga  County,  New  York.  This  genealogy  errs  in  stating  that  Daniel  s  son 
Samuel,  M.  D.,  was  born  in  1765  (three  years  after  Daniel  s  birth).  He  was 
born  July  30,  1786,  Reading,  Connecticut.
